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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach and/or suggest a fuel cell providing output 
power to a load within an operating range, except during predetermined intervals in time 
during which the output power to the load is reduced to a level that is below the 
minimum operation output level. The closest prior art of Wilkinson et al is deficient in 
this teaching as Wilkinson et al only discloses a fuel starvation not minimization of 
operation output level. Applicant's instant invention does not "starve" the cell of fuel but 
instead, minimizes operation output level. Therefore the instant invention as set forth is 
novel.
